President Roosevelt, referring to the 
latter as “the man who formulated the 
expression of the popular conscience. 
The nominee then declared that the 
chief function of the next administra­ 
tion “Is to complete and perfect the 
machinery by which these standards 
are to be maintained.'' 
The nominee 
then paid his respects to the Demo­ 
cratic platform and gave his views re­ 
garding the railway and trust ques­ 
tions and the national control of inter­ 
state commerce. 
He upheld the com­ 
bination of capital 
as a n ,economic 
movement in manufacture, pointed out 
the difference 
between “good” and 
“bad” trusts and showed how the lat­ 
ter ought to be regulated. 
The Republican doctrine of protec­ 
tion was upheld, though the necessity 
for a revision of the tariff was pointed 
out.

Some of t he suggest ions of Hie Demo 
era I Ic pin ti arm relate really to this 
subordinate and ancillary machinery 
to which I have referred, 'lake for in 
stance the so called “physical valuation 
of railways.” 
it is clear that I Ii** sum 
of all rates or receipts of a railway, 
legs proper expenses, should be limited 
to a lair profit upon the reasonable 
value of its property, aud that if the 
sum exceeds this measure, it ought to 
I..* re*luce*I. The difficulty In enforcing 
the principle is in ascertaining w hat is 
tin* reasonable value of tile company’s 
property, and In fixing what is ti fair 
profit 
It is clear that the physical 
value of a railroad ami its plant is an 
element to he given weight in deter­ 
mining its full value: but as President 
Roosevelt in his Indianapolis speech 
and tin* Supreme Court have In effect 
pointed out, the value of ti!-1 railroad 
tis a going concern, Including its good 
will, due t<> efficiency of service and 
many other circumstances, may be 
mu* ii greater than the value of its tan­ 
gible property, and if is the former that 
measures tin* investment on which a 
fair profit must i>e allowed. Then, too, 
the question what is a fair profit is one 
Born.

The securities at m arket prices will 
have passed Into the hands of subse­ 
quent purchasers from the original in­ 
vestors. 
Such circum stances should 
properly affect the decision of the tri­ 
bunal engaged in determ ining whether 
the totality of rates charged is reason­ 
able or excessive. 
To ignore them 
m ight so seriously and unjustly im­ 
pair settled values as to destroy ell 
hope of restoring confidence and for­ 
ever end the Inducement for invest­ 
m ent 
in 
new 
railroad 
construction 
which, in returning prosperous times, 
is sure to be essential to our m aterial 
progress. 
From w hat has been said, the propel 
< onclusions would seem to be th a t ic 
attem p tin g to determ ine w h ether th€ 
entire schedule of rates of a railw ay is 
excessiveT he ptiysicaFvaluation of thf 
road is a relevant and im po rtant but 
not necessarily a controlling factor. 
I am confident th a t the fixing ol 
rates on the principles suggested above 
would not m aterially Im pair the pres 
ent m arket values of railroad securi 
ties in most cases, for I believe that 
the normal increase in tlie value ot 
railroad properties, especially in theii 
terminals, will more than m ake up foi 
the possible overcapitalization in ear 
Her years. 
In some cases, doubtless 
it will be found that overcapitalization 
Is m ade an excuse for excessive rates 
and then they should be reduced; but 
the consensus of opinion seems to b< 
th a t the railroad rates generally in this 
country are reasonably low. 
I have discussed this, w ith some de 
gree of detail, merely to point out that 
the valuation by the In terstate Com­ 
merce 
Commission 
of 
the 
tangible 
property of a railroad is proper and 
may from time to time be necessary in 
settling certain issues which may come 
before them, and th a t no e\ il or injus 
tice can come from valuation in such 
cases, if it be understood th a t the re­ 
sult is to be used for a ju st purpose, 
and the right to a fair profit under all 
the circum stances of the investm ent is 
recognized. 
National Control 
of 
Interstate C o m ­ 
merce Corporation. 
A nother suggestion in respeet to sub 
ordinate and ancillary m achinery nec­ 
essary to carry out Republican policies 
is th a t of the incorporation under Na­ 
tional law or the licensing Ity-National 
license or enforced registry of com pa­ 
nies engaged in interstate trade. 
1 lit 
fact is that nearly all corporations do­ 
ing a commercial business are engaged 
in interstate commerce, and if they all 
were required to take out a Federal 
license or ft Federal charter, the bur 
den upon the interstate business of tbt 
country would become in tolerable. 
It is necessary, therefore, to devise 
some m eans for classifying and insur 
ing Federal supervision of sueh cor­ 
porations as have the pow er and tem p­ 
tation to effect restraints of interstate 
trade and monopolies. 
Sin li corpora­ 
tions constitute a very small percent 
age of «11 engaged in interstate lnisi 
ness. 
Construction of A n ti-T ru s t Law. 
The possible operation of the anti­ 
trust law under existing rulings of the 
Suprem e Court has given rise to sug­ 
gestions for its necessary am endm ent 
to prevent its application 
to eases 
w hich it is believed w ere never in the 
contemplation of tin* fram ers of the 
statute, 
'lak e two instances: 
A mer­ 
chant or m anufacturer engaged in a 
legitimate business that covers certain 
States, wishes to sell his business and 
his gw»d will, and so in the term s of 
the sale obligates himself to tile pur­ 
chaser not to go into the same busi 
Il ess in those States. 
Such a restraint 
of trade has always been enforced at 
common law. 
Again, the employees of 
an interstate railway combine and en ­ 
ter upon a peaceable and lawful strike 
to secure better wages. 
Vt common 
law this was not a restraint of trade 
or commerce or a 
violation of the 
rights of the company or of the public. 
Neither ease ought to be made a viola­ 
tion of tin* anti-trust law. 
My own 
impression is that the Supreme Court 
would hold that neither of these in 
stances is within its inhibition, but. If 
they are to be so regarded, general leg 
Isiation amending the law is necessary. 
T he proposal to compel every coi- 
poratiou to sell its commodities at the 
sam e price the country over, allowing 
for transportation, is utterly im prac­ 
ticable. 
If it ( an be show n th a t in or­ 
d er to drive out com petition, a corpo­ 
ration ow ning a large p art of th e plant 
producing on article is selling In one 
part of the country, w here it has com­ 
petitors, at a 
low and 
unprofitable 
price, and In another part of the coun­ 
try, w here it lias non«*, at an e x o r b i ­ 
tant price, this is evidence that it is a t­ 
tem pting an unlaw ful monopoly, and 
justifies conviction under the anti trust 
law ; but the proposal to supervise the 
business of corporations in such a way 
as to fix the price of commodities and 
compel th© sale at such price is as a b ­ 
su rd and socialistic a plank as was 
ever inserted in ,'t D em ocratic political 
platform . 


Advantage of Combination of Capital. 
T he combination of capital In large 
plants to m anufacture goods w ith the 
greatest economy is ju st as necessary 
as th e assembling of the parts of a 
m achine to the economical and more 
rapid 
m anufacture 
of 
w h at in 
old 
tim es was m ade by hand. 
The Gov­ 
ernm ent should not interfere with one 
any more than the other. 


W h a t Is an Unlaw ful T ru st? 
W hen, however, such combinations 
are not based on any economic prin­ 
ciple, but are made merely for the pur­ 
pose of controlling 
the 
m arket, 
to 
m aintain or raise prices, restrict output 
and drive out competitors, the public 
derives no benefit and w e have a mo­ 
nopoly. 
It is 
Im portant, 
therefore, 


th a t such large aggregations of cap­ 
ital and combination should he eon- 
trolled so that the public may have 
the advantage of 
reasonable 
prices 
and th a t the avenues of enterprise 
may be kept open to the individual and 
the sm aller corporation w ishing to on 
gage in business. 
M any enterprises have been organ 
ized on th e theory that m ere aggrega 
tion of all, or nearly all, existing plant* 
in a line of m anufacture, w ithout re 
gard to economy of production, de > 
stroys competition. 
T hey have, most 
of them, gone into bankruptcy, 
f om 
petition in a profitable business wil 
not be affected by the m ere aggrega 
tion of m any existing p la n ts under om 
com pany, unless the company therebyj 
effects g re a t economy, th e benefit ob 
w hich It shares w ith tlie public, oi 
takes som e illegal m ethod to avoit 
com petition and to p erp etu ate a holt 
on the business. 
Proper Treatment of Trusts. 
F n la w fu l-tru s ts should be r e s tr a in e d 
w ith all the efficiency of injunctive 
process, and the persons engaged h 
m aintaining them should be punished 
w ith all th e severity of crim inal pros 
ecu tion, in order th a t the m ethods pur 
sued in the operatTofToi th eir business 
shall be brought w ithin th e law. 
Tc 
destroy 
them and 
to elim inate th* 
w ealth they represent from tlie pro 
ducing capital of the country woult ^ 
entail enorm ous loss, and would throw ; 
out of em ploym ent m y riads of work 
ingm en an d w orkingw om en. 
Such a 
result is wholly unnecessary to the a<* 
com plishm ent of the needed reform 
and will inflict upon the innocent fai 
greater 
punishm ent 
th a n 
upon 
the 
guilty. 
Destructive Policy of Dem ocratic P lat­ 
form. 
The D em ocratic p latfo rm docs no! j 
propose to destroy the plan ts of th* 
tru sts physically, but it proposes to 
do the sam e thing in a different way 
T h e business of this co u n try is large­ 
ly d ep en dent on a protective system ol 
tariffs 
T he business d on e by many 
of the so called “ tru sts” is protected 
with the other business of the country. 
T he Dem ocratic platform proposes t< 
take off ihe tariff in all articles com 
ing into competition w ith those pr<> 
(1 need by the so called “ trusts,” and! 
to put them on the free list. 
If sueli 
a course would he u tterly d estru ctiv e. 
of their business, as is intended, it 
would not only destroy th e trusts, but 
all of their smaller com petitors. 
The j 
ruthless a ml i m practicable character 1 
of the proposition grow s plainer as Its j 
effects upon the whole com m unity art 
realized. 
To take the course suggested by the j 
Dem ocratic platform in these m atters 
is b> involve the entire com m unity, in - 1 
noeont as ¡t is, in the punishm ent <>f 
the guilty, w hile our policy is to stamp 
out lhe specific evil. 
T ins difference 
betw een the policies of th»’ tw o great j 
parties is of especial im portance in i 
view of the present condition of busf-’ 
ness. 
A fter ten years of tlie most re 
m arkable m aterial developm ent and 
prosperity, there m ine a financial strin 
geucy, a panic and an industrial de ! 
pressiou. 
This w as brought about not 
only by the enormous expansion ot 
business plants and business invest 
incuts v hit !i could not bo readily con­ 
verted, but also bv the w aste of capi­ 
tal, in extravagance of living, in wars 
and other eutastrophies. 


Republican Doctrine of Protection. 
The Republican doctrine of protec- • 
tion, as definitely announced by the 
Republican 
convention 
of 
this year 
and by previous conventions, is that a 
tariff shall be imposed on all imported 
products, w hether of the factory, farm 
er mine, sufficiently great to equal the 
difference between the cost of produc­ 
ts* n abroad and at home, and that this 
difference should, of course, include 
the 
difference 
betw een 
the 
higher 
wages paid in this country and the 
wages paid abroad and em brace a rea 
sonabie profit to the A m erican pro­ 
ducer 
A system of protection thus 
adopted and put in force has led to 
the establishm ent of a ra te of wages 
here that 
has greatly enhanced the 
standard of living of the laboring man. 
It is the policy of the Republican party 
perm anently to continue th a t standard 
of living. 
In 1S97 the Dlngley Tariff 
Bill w as passed, under w hich we have 
had, as already said, a period of enor­ 
mous prosperity. 


Necessity For Revision of Tariff. 
The 
consequent 
unite! ial 
develop 
ment has greatly changed the condi­ 
tions u n der which m any articles de­ 
scribed by the schedules of the tariff 
are now produced. 
T he 
tariff 
in a 
num ber of the schedules exceeds the 
difference i»elween the cost of produc­ 
tion «-f such articles abroad and at 
hmuo. Including a reasonable profit (-> 
the Atnerh an producer. 
The excess 
over th a t difference serves no useful 
purpose, 
but offers a 
tem ptation to 
those w ho would monopolize the pro­ 
duction and the sale of such articles 
in this country, to profit by tin* excess­ 
ive rate 
<>u the other hand, there are 
other schedules in w hich the tariff is 
not sufficiently high to give the meas 
lire of protection which they should rc 
ceive upon Republican principles, and 
as to those the tariff should l*e raised. 
A revision of the tariff undertaken 
upon (¡¡is principle, w hich Is at the 
basts of our present business system, 
begun promptly upon the incoming of 
th e new adm inistration, an d considered 
at a special session w ith the prelimi­ 
nary investigations alread y begun by 
the 
appropriate 
com m ittees 
of 
the 
H ouse and Scntte, will m ake the dis­ 
tu rbance of business incident to such 
a change as little as possible. 
L abor and What the Republican Party 
Has Done For It. 
W e com e now to the question of la­ 
bor. 
One im portant phase of the pol­ 
icies of th e present A dm inistration has 
been an anxiety to secure for the wage- 
e arn er an equality of opportunity nud 
im h positive statutory protection as 


shall place him on a level In dealing 
w ith his employer. 
T he Republican 
p a rty lias passed an em ployers’ liabil­ 
ity ac t for interstate raiiroads, and has 
established an eight hour law for gov­ 
ern m en t employees and <>n government 
construction. 
T he essence of the re­ 
form effected by the form er is the 
abolition of 
the 
fellow -servant rule, 
and the Introduction of the com para­ 
tive negligence theory by w hich an em 
ployee injured in the service of his 
em ployer does not lose his right to re­ 
cover because of slight negligence on 
his part. 
Then there is the act pro 
vlding for com pensation for injury to 
governm ent employees, to g ether-w ith 
the various statutes requiring safety 
appliances upon in terstate commerce 
railroads for the protection of theii 
employees, and lim iting the hours of 
th e ir employment. 
T hese are all in­ 
stan ces of the desire of the Repuls 
lican party to do ju stice to the wage- 
earner. 
Doubtless a m ore com prehen­ 
sive m easure for com pensation of gov­ 
e rnm en t employees will 1*?-a dopted in 
the future. 
T o give to employees their proper 
position in such a controversy, to en­ 
able 
them 
to 
m aintain 
themselves 
ngain st em ployers hav in g great cap- 
ftal, they may well unite, because in 
union there is strength and without it 
each individual laborer and employee 
w’ould be helpless. 
T h e promotion of 
industrial peace through the instru­ 
m entality of the trade agreem ent is 
often one of the results of such union 
w hen intelligently conducted. 
T h ere is a large body of laborers, 
how ever, skilled and unskilled, who 
are not organized into unions. 
Their 
rights before the^lavv are exactly the 
sam e as those of the union men. and 
are to be protected w ith the sam e care 
au d w atchfulness. 
In order to induce th eir employer 
into a compliance with their request 
for 
changed 
term s 
of 
employment, 
w orkm en have th e right to strike in a 
body. 
T hey have a right to use such 
persuasion as they may. provided it 
does not reach the point of duress, to 
lead their relu ctant ^ laborers to join 
th em in their union ag ain st their em­ 
ployer, and they have a right, if they 
choose, to accum ulate funds to support 
those engaged in a strike, to delegate 
to officers the pow er to direct the ac­ 
tion of the union, and to w ithdraw 
them selves an d their associates from 
dealings with, 
or giving custom to 
those with whom they are in contro­ 
versy. 
W h at Labor C annot Law fully Do. 
W h a t they have not th e right to do 
is to injure their em ployer's property, 
to inju re their em ployer’s business by 
use of th reats or m ethods of physical 
du ress against th<*se wiio would work 
for him, or deal with him, or by car­ 
rying on w hat is som etim es know n as 
a secondary boycott against his cus­ 
tom ers or those with w hom he deals. 
It has been claimed th a t injunctions 
do not issue to protect anything but 
property rights, and th a t business is 
not a property right; but such a prepo­ 
sition is Wh o l l y Inconsistent with all 
the decisions of the courts. 
1 he Su­ 
prem e Court of the U nited States says 
that the injunction is a rem edy to pro­ 
to* q property or rights of a pecuniary 
nature, and we may well subm it to tie* 
considerate judgm ent of all 
laymen 
w heth er the right of a m an in his busi­ 
ness is not as distinctly a right of a 
pecuniary nature as the ligh t to his 
horse or his house or the stock of goods 
on 
his shell'; and the instances m 
w hich injunctions to protect business 
have been uphold by all courts are so 
m any that it is futile fu rth e r to discuss 
the proposition. 
It is difficult to tell th e m eaning of 
the Democratic platform upon tlnssu b- 
je t 
It says: 
“ Questions of judicial practice have 
arisen especially in eonuection wdth in­ 
d ustria l disputes. 
We deem th a t the 
parties 
to 
all 
judicial 
proceedings 
should be treated w ith rigid im partial­ 
ity, and that injunetions should not be 
issued in any cases in which in ju n c­ 
tions would not Issue If no industrial 
dispute were involved.** 
T his declaration Is disingenuous, 
it 
seem s to h a \e boon loosely draw n with 
the especial purpose of rendering it 
susceptible to one interpretation by one 
se t of men and to a diam etrically oppo­ 
site Interpretation by another. 
It does 
not aver that injunctions should not 
issue in imlustrial disputes, but only 
th a t they should not issue merely be 
cause they are industrial disputes, and 
yet i hose responsible for the declara­ 
tion m ust have know n that no one has 
ever m aintained th a t the fact th a t a 
dispute was industrial gave any basis 
for issuing an Injunction iu reference 
there t* *. 
T he declaration seems to be draw n in 
its present vague and am biguous shape 
in order to persfiade some people that it 
is a declaration against the issuing of 
injunctions in any industrial dispute, 
while at the sam e time it may bo pos­ 
sible to explain to the average plain 
citizen who objects to class distinctions 
th a t no such intention exists at ail. 
O ur position is clear and unequivocal. 
W e are anxious to prevent even an ap­ 
pearance of an \ injustice to labor in 
t he issuance of Injunctions, not in a 
spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
fellow citizens, but of justice to all of 
our fellow citizens. 
T he reason for ex­ 
ercising or refusing to exercise the 
pow er of injunction m ust be found In 
the character of the unlaw ful injury 
and not in the character or class of the 
persons Who Inflict this injury. 
T he m an who ha-< a business w hich 
is being unlawfully injured is entitled 
to the remedies which t lie law has al­ 
w ays given him, n*> m atter xx!u» has in­ 
flicted 
the injuries, 
otherw ise, 
we 
shall have class legislation u n just in 
principle and likely to sap the founda­ 
tions of a froo governm ent. 


Notic* 
and 
Hearing Before 
Issue cf 
Injunction. 
I come now to the question of no­ 
tice before issuing an injunction. 
It is 


a fundam ental rule of general Juris­ 
prudence that no m an shall be affected ’ 
by a judicial proceeding without uotice j 
and hearing. 
This rule, however, has 
som etim es had an exception In the Is-j 
suing of tem porary restraining orders, 
com m anding a defen d an t in effect to 
m aintain the statu# quo until a hear­ 
ing. 
Such a process should issue only 
In rare cases w here the threatened 
change of the status quo would inflict 
irreparable injury if tim e were taken 
to give notice and a sum m ary hearing. | 
T he unlaw ful injury usual in indus-1 
trial dispute*, such as I have deserib- * 
ed. does not become formidable except 
a fte r sufficient tim e in which to give 
the defendants notice and a hearing ! 
I do not mean to say th a t there may 
not be cases even in industrial dis­ 
putes where a restrain in g order might 
properly be issued w ithout notice, but. 
generally, I think it Is otherwise. 
In 
some State courts, and in fewer Fed­ 
eral courts, the practice of issuing a 
tem porary restraining order without 


n o t i c e m«»rt»ly to p re se rve the status q u o 
on th e theory th a t it w on't hurt an y ­ 
body, has been too common. 
Many of 
us recall that the practice has been 
pursued in other th an industrial dis- 
pntos, as. for in sta nce, in corporate 
and stock controversies like those over 
the Erie railroad, in which a stay or 
der w ithout notice w as regarded as a 
step of great adv an tag e to the one who 
secured it, and a corresponding disad­ 
v an tag e to the one ag ainst whom it 
w a s secured. 
Indeed, the chances of 
doing injustice on an ex-parte applica­ 
tion are much increased over those 
w hen a hearing Is granted, and there 
m ay lie circum stances under which it 
m ay affect the d e fe n d a n t to his detri 
ment. 
Iu the case of a lawful strike, 
the sending of a form idable document 
restraining a n u m b e r of defendants 
from doing a great 
m any different 
things which the plaintiff avers they 
are threatening to do, often so dis­ 
courages men alw ay s reluctant to go 
into a strike from continuing w hat is 
th eir law ful right. 
T his has made the 
laboring man feel th a t an injustice is 
done iu the issuing of a writ without 
notice. 
I conceive that In the tre a t­ 
m ent of this question it is the duty 
of the citizen and the legislator to 
view the subject from the standpoint 
of tlie m an who believes himself to be 
un ju stly treated, as well as from th at 
of th e com m unity at large. 
I have 
suggested the rem edy of returning in 
such eases to the original practice un-1 
d e r 
the old s ta tu te of the 
United 
S tates and the rules in equity adopted 
by the Supreme F o n it , which d id not 
p erm it the issuing of an injunction 
w ith out notice. 
In this respect, the 
Republican 
Convention 
has 
adopted 
an o th er remedy, that, w ithout going 
so far, promises to be efficacious. 
Effect of Jury Trial. 
U nder such a provision a recalcitrant 
w itness w h>> refuses to obey a subpoe­ 
na m ay insist on a ju ry trial before the 
court can determ ine th a t he received 
the subpoena. 
A citizen summoned as 
a ju ro r and refusing to obey the writ 
when brought Into court 11111*-; be tried 
by another jury to determ ine w hether 
he got the summ ons. 
Such a provision 
applies not alone to injunctions, but t«* 
every 
order which 
the court 
issues 
against persons. 
A suit may De tried 
in the court of first instance and car­ 
ried to the Fourt of Appt als. and thence 
to the Supreme Court, and a judgm ent 
and decree entered and an order is­ 
sued, aud then if the decree involves 
the defendant's doing anything or not 
doing anything, and he disobeys it, the 
plaintiff who has pursued his remedies 
in law ful course for years must, to se­ 
cure lbs rights, undergo tie* uncertain­ 
ties *and the delays of a jury trial be­ 
fore he can enjoy th a t which is ids 
right by the decision of th*' highest 
court of the ¡and. 
I say without hesi­ 
tation that such a change will greatly 
im pair the indispensable power aud 
| authority of the courts. 
Securing to 
th e public the benefits of the new sta t­ 
utes eua< ted in the present Adminis­ 
tration. the Ultimate instrum entality to 
be resorted to is the courts of the Unit* 
f ed States. 
If now their authority is to 
be weakened iu a m a n n e r never known { 
j in the history of the jurisprudence of 
I E ngland or America, except in the con- 
j stltution of Oklahoma, how can we ex* 
| poet that such sta tu te s will have effi­ 
cient enforcem ent? 
Those who advo- 
| cate this intervention of a jury in such 
; cases scorn to suppose th a t this change 
in some way will inu re only to the ben­ 
efit of the poor w orkingm an. 
As a 
m atter of fact, the person who will se­ 
cure < liief advantage from it is the 
w ealthy and unscrupulous defendant, 
able to employ 
a stu te and cunning 
• lounsel and anxious to avoid justice. 
I 
T he adm inistration of justice lies a t 
the foundation of government. 
The 
I m aintenance of the authority of the 
i courts is essential unless we are pre- 
i pared to em brace anarchy. 
Never in 
the history of the country has there 
been such an insidious attack upon the 
j judicial system as the proposal to iuter- 
! je ct a jury trial betw een all orders of 
the court m ade a fte r full hearing and 
th e enforcem ent of such orders. 


The Currency System. 


T h e late panic disclosed a lack of 
I elasticity In our financial system. This 
has been provisionally met by an act 
of the present Congress perm itting the 
issue of additional 
emergency 
bank 
; notes, and insuring th eir w ithdraw al 
when the em ergency has passed by a 
high rate of taxation. 
It is draw n in 
| conform ity w ith the present system of 
bank note currency, but varies from it 
iu certain respects by authorizing the 
use of commercial paper and bonds of 
good credit, as well a< 1 uited States 
bonds, as security for its redemption. 
It is expressly but. a tem porary m eas­ 
u re and contains a provision for the 
( appointm ent of a currency commission 
to devise* and recom m end a new and 
reform ed system of currency. This in­ 
adequacy of our p resen t currency sy s­ 
tem, due to changed conditions aud 
enorm eus expansion, is generally rec- 
I 


ogiirzea. Tne Tie pi. 
rcntr p a r m r m m cm 
states th at we m ust have a “ more elas 
tic and adaptable system to meet the 
requirem ents of agriculturists, m auu 
facturers, m erchants and business men 
generally, m ust be autom atic iu opera­ 
tion, recognizing the fluctuations in in­ 
terest rates,” in w hich every dollar 
shall be as good as gold, and which 
shall prevent ra th e r than aid financial 
stringency in bringing on a panic.

Objections to D e m o cratic Proposal to 
Enforce Insurance of Bank Deposits. 
T h e 
Democratic 
platform 
recom­ 
m ends a tax upon National banks and 
upon such State banks as may come 
In, in the nature of enforced insurance 
to raise a guaranty fund to pay the de­ 
positors of any bank which fails. 
How 
S tate banks can be included in such a 
schem e under tiie constitution is left 
in the tw ilight zone of States rights 
and Federalism so frequently dimm ing 
th e m eaning aud purpose of the prom ­ 
ises of the platform . 
If they come in 
un d er such a system , they m ust neces­ 
sarily be brought within the closest 
N ational control, and so they must 
really cease to be State banks and be­ 
come National banks. 
T he proposition is to tax the honest 
an d prudent b anker to m ake up for the 
dishoncxsty and im prudence of others. 
If the proposal w ere adopted exactly 
as th e Democratic platform suggests, 
it would bring the whole banking sys­ 
tem of the country dow n in ruin.

Bryan at Lincoln the last two w eeks has not presented the sp ectacle of a sea­ 
soned and worldly-wise schem er in the political field, intent upon no assertion 
of conviction or achievem ent of statesm ansh ip higher than the manipulation 
of m ea and m easures alike in the hope of out-jockeying an opponent for po­ 
sition in a race for spoil, then no such spectacle ever has been or ever can be 
presented. 
That Mr. Bryan is now devoted to honest m oney as he once invoked all the 
m ost unworthy heresies of cheap m oney and fiat ism ; that he feels a loyal at­ 
tachm ent to the integrity of the courts, where form erly he sought to arouse 
h ostility to their sacred traditions and orderly processes; or that In general he 
has displaced a passion for appeal to class hatred and discontent with a sol­ 
em n and trustw orthy com prehension of orderly governm ent and w ise states­ 
m anship has not been affirmed, and will not tm affirmed, we think 
in anv 
quarter; but instead we find men w hose character and training justify the 
expectation that their words m ay he taken seriou sly asking us to elevate the 
creator and exp on en t of Bryanism to the care and custody of th e governm ent 
I on the plea fhat Bryan has yielded this and that to Charles Murphy and Roger 
Sullivan in the interests of party harmony, and on the ground that Dem ocrats 
of resources and determination have undertaken the task of keeping the candi­ 
date from giving utterance to his well-known view s until he d in be safely be- 
stowed in the presidential chair.

MEDIAEVAL POMP FOR KAISER. 


H e r a l d s , S q u i r e s a n i l B e d i z e n e d P a l ­ 
f r e y s a t la th C e n t u r y C e r e m o n y . 
Emperor William gratified his love 
for the pomp aud show 
of 
feudal 
times at the dedicating of the restored 
IIohen-Koeuigsburg, one of the most 
ancient castles in lower Alsace, says 
a New York World 
dispatch 
from 
Strassburg. 
The 
restoration 
cost 
$550,000. 
The emperor and empress, accom­ 
panied by a brilliant suite, arrived 
there from Vienna for the ceremony, 
which was designed with elaborate re­ 
gard for the customs of many centu­ 
ries ago, the castle dating back to tile 
thirteenth century. 
It passed into the possession of the 
emjieror in 1800, and since then it has 
been in process of restoration under 
tile direction of Prof. Bode Lbhardt, 
recognized authority on ancient 
'Hic* 
castles. 
Other antiquarians find fault with 
the restoration, claiming it does not 
truly represent the castle as it stood 
in the days of feudal splendor. 
M'be 
castle, however, experienced 
several 
architectural changes In bygone centu­ 
ries. 
In 1462 it was partly destroyed 
by the bishop of gtrassuurg. 
It was 
restored, but in 1655 it again suffered 
when it was bombarded and burned 
by the Swedes. 
Wednesday’s 
ceremony 
was 
most 
brilliant. 
In front of the castle gates 
a medieval tent was pitched 
from

camp followers, squires and huntsmen. 
Extraordinary care had been taken 
to reproduce exactly the uniforms and 
accouterments 
of 
medieval 
German 
soldiery and many of the weapons car­ 
ried were originals from private col­ 
lections. 
After a banquet in the Hall of the 
Burg, at which the emperor presided* 
the procession reformed and marched 
through the gayly decorated streets of 
Sehlettstadt.

Chicago, Ju ly 28 .— Amid lou d and e n-, 
th u siastic cheering and with its m em -, 
hers sho w ing every sign of lo yalty to 
their new standard of political faith,j 
the first natio nal co nventio n of the In­ 
dependence party 
was o pened at 8 
o ’clo ck last night in O rch estra hall. 
The m ain floor of the hall was filled, 
hv the delegates. T here w ere no a lte r­ 
nates. The galleries w ere o vercro w ded # 
with a thro ng which, entered heartily 
into the spirit of the pro ceedings, and 
thro u gho u t the night applau ded vigo r­ 
o u sly w hatever m et th eir appro val. 
T he arrival of W. R. H earst started 
a delirio u s dem o nstratio n. 
T he edito r, 
claid in a frock co at, bu t loo king cool 
despite the heat, bowed right and left 
as hi' walked u p tin3 center aisle and 
ascended the platfo rm. 
T he hall was 
in an u pro ar as he m o u nted the steps 


i leading to the platfo rm . 
He to o k no 
no tice of the dem o nstratio n, bu t after 
rem aining on the ro stru m for abo u t 
three m inu tes in co nsu ltatio n with the 
secretary of the co nventio n, descended 
into the body of the hall, taking a seat 
with the New York delegatio n. 
His 
actio n was a signal for the renew ed 
cheering and the delegates sho u ting 
”"Hear$T, 11 earst ! ” im m ediate 1 y -started 
on a parade aro u nd the hall, chanting 
co ntinu o u sly the nam e of 
the New 
| York edito r. The parade co ntinu ed for 
several m inu tes befo re qu iet w as re­ 
sto red. 
Milton \V. Ho ward of Alabam a, on 
taking th e gavel, intro du ced C harles A. 
W alsh of Iowa, secretary of the pro ­ 
visional natio nal co m m ittee, who read 
the call for the co nventio n. This do cu ­ 
m ent declared the pu rpo se of the gath­ 
ering was to be the fo u ndatio n of an 
independent party and the no m inatio n 
o f candidates for president and vice 
president. 
F a th e r O’Callahan of Chicago deliv­ 
ered the invo catio n, 
Mr. H o w ard at 
the co nclu sio n of the invo catio n a n­ 
no u nced the nam es of the tem po rary 
officers o f the co nventio n. 
His m en­ 
tio n of the name of Mr. H earst as tem ­ 
po rary ch airm an was received with an 
o u tb u rst of applau se, and Mr. H earst, 
w hen he m o u nted the ro stru m , esco rt- 
I ed by a co m m ittee of three appo inted 
by the chair, was given an u pro ario u s 
welco me. 
Mr. H earst delivered his ad­ 
dress with intense earnestness, driv­ 
ing ho m e his po ints in an em phatic 
m anner that carried the co nventio n 
with him fro m the sta rt to the close 
o f his a d d 11 3SS. 
In co nclu sio n, Mr. H earst said: 
“Is 
it not no w time, is there not need for 
a new party which shall take u p the 
wo rk of the parties of Jefferso n, of 
Jackso n, o f Linco ln and preserve for 
it and fo r the citizens of the fu tu re 
the r i gh ts and liberties which these 
parties in their ho u r of u sefu lness pre­ 
served for the citizens of their tim e? 
"T he old parties in this day of their 
decadence are no lo nger equ al to this 
w o rk, for they have beco me u nfaith­ 
fu l to the principles which inspired 
thorn and u nw o rthy of the patrio ts who 
fo u nded them. 
The Repu blican party 
is th e open and avo wed handm aiden 
of the tru sts. 
Il sco rns tho se who 
wou ld rescu e it. repu diates tho se who 
wou ld refo rm it and glo ries brazenly 
in its profitable infamy. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party is m erely envio u s of its 
so rdid sister's ill-gotten finery.

in u nco m plim entary term s. 
He then 
resu m ed 
as 
fellows:

F alstaff’s 
arm y, w ho se banner bears on o ne side 
a w atchw o rd for the people, and on the 
o th er a passw o rd for the tru sts, whose 
o nly o bject is office at any cost, whose 
m o tto ‘After u s the delu ge.’ 
“A ssu m ing that Mr. Bryan himself 
is all that his mo st ardent adm irers 
claim him to be. a great lawyer, an en­ 
lightened statesm an, an inspired patri­ 
ot. still a man is kno wn b> the com 
pau y he keeps, and no decent Demo­ 
c ra t can to lerate his free co mpanio ns. 
No ho nest citizen can let do wn the. 
bars of office to su ch an All B a ta ’s 


band o f boodlers and braves. 
No pro« 
d ent citizen will su ppo rt a co mbinatio n 
to which T aggart su pplies a candidate 
and P a rk e r a platfo rm , fo r which Ryan 
will pay th e freight and th e people will! 
pay the penalty.

“ Back of both parties and u nderw rit 
ing each are tho se Captain Kidds ol 
indu stry, tho se highw aym en of high 
finance, who realize th a t to plu nder! 
safely the peo ple’s pu rse they mast 
first po ssess the peo ple’s go vernm ent 
“T h e Repu blican platfo rm says a 
thing and means no thing. 
It is a plat 
fo rm of statistical inventio ns and pol 
itical evasio ns. 
It is o bvio u sly the 
pro du ct of a party who se sole pu rpo se 
is to stand pat and who se sole desire 
is to stay pu t. 
“The Demo cratic platfo rm co ntains
